SAIGON (AP) - Bloody figh t­ 
ing raged arou nd th e besieged 
Ben Het Sp ecial Forces camp 
Monday and it su stained its 
h eav iest artillery bombardment 
since May 1. Biu t U.S. sp okes­ 
men said today a conv oy broke 
th rou gh th e encircling enemy 
troop s with badly needed am­ 
mu nition and su p p lies.

Prev iou s­ 
ly su p p lies h ad to be drop p ed by 
cargo p lanes and only medical 
ev acu ation h elicop ters risked 
landing becau se of th e daily ar­ 
tillery barrages. 


Sou th Vietnamese infantry ­ 
men backed by U.S. artillery 
and p lanes killed 105 North Viet­ 
namese troop s arou nd th e camp 
Monday in some of th e h eav iest 
figh ting th ere since May 1.

FBI Admits Change 
In Wiretapping Log 


WASHINGTON (AP> - The 
foyernment has admitted the 
r e i changed—without inform­ 
ing the Justice Department—a 
recorded log of wiretapped con­ 
v ersations 
inv olv ing 
former 
heav yweight boxing champion 
Cassius Hay 
In disclosing this to Clay's at­ 
torneys. the apartm ent Mon­ 
day contended it did not learn of 
the FBI action until June 13. 
sev eral days after copies of 
what were purported to be the 
original logs were filed in U S 
District Court in Houston. 
John S. Martin Jr. and Mi­ 
chael T. Epstein, who are han- 
dlif^ the gov ernment's case 
against Clay, said the original 
record contained the notation. 
“Sum up in memo." 
But the hand-written phrase 
was blank ed out on documents 
submitted to the court concern­ 
ing a Sept 4. 1964. telephone 
conv ersation between Clay and 
Dr. Martiq Luther King Jr 
The discrepancy came to light 
when Clay's lawyers, unsatis­ 
fied with copies, demanded to 
see the original transcripts. Ep­ 
stein and Martin then check ed 
with the FBI and found the 
penned-in portion was left off 
copies submitted in court. 
Gov ernment attorneys were 
unhappy about the affair, ex­ 
pressing concern that the differ­ 
ences would cast doubts on the 
v alidity of the documents them­ 
selv es. 
No reason was giv en for the 
omission. The FBI had no com­ 
ment. And special FBI Agent 
Robert R. Nichols, who super­ 
v ised the tap on King’s tele­ 
phone. claimed in an affidav it 
the notation was of no conse­ 
quence.

The reco rd was no t printed and had no t been 
made av ailable to o ther senato rs to read. It was a 
priv ate c(^y held by the chairman o f the judiciary 
co mmittee and it was impo ssible to do mo re than 
thumb thro ug h it during the brief Senate debate o n 
Burg er’s co nfirmatio n. 
Wlien the v o te was taken, no t o ne senato r really 
knew what Burg er’s v iews were o n the mo st 
impo rtant issues o f American jurisprudence. But 
this was their o wn fault. Under the Senate rules, any 
senato r co uld hav e fo rced the po stpo nement o f the 
debate. 
The v o te o n Burg er was just as hurried as o n the 
Gulf o f To nkin reso lutio n, which g av e LBJ a free 
hand to wag e war in Vietnam and which Senate 
leaders hav e been reg retting ev er since. There were 
two dissenting v o tes o n the To nkin Reso lutio n — by 
Way ne Mo rse. D-Ore., and Ernest Gruening , D- 
Alaska. In the Burg er v o te there were three 
dissenting v o ices — Nelso n’s and tho se o f Stev e 
Yo ung , Ohio , and Gene McCarthy . Minn. William 
Fulbrig ht o f Arkansas abstained. All are Demo crats. 
Meanwhile, it has been rev ealed that the new 
chief justice was eng ag ed in a real estate deal with 
an influential lo bby ist which appeared to g o further 
than real estate v entures by o ther judg es which were 
criticized; g o t a fo rmer law client. West Publishing , 
to subsidize a lecture series at New YOTk Univ ersity 
as Abe Fo rtas did at American Univ ersity ; and 
finally that he spo ke at the Institute fo r Demo cratic 


studies at Santa Barbara, partially subsidized by the 
Parv in Fo undatio n fro m which J ustice William 0. 
Do ug las has just resig ned 
Mo st o f these activ ities were quite unimpo rtant. 
Whiit was impo rtant were the v iews o f the new chief 
justice at Santa Barbara in which he criticized the 
jury sy stem, and the Fifth Amendment, and 
ex pressed do ubt that we sho uld co ntinue the 
principle that a man is inno cent until pro v en g uilty . 
—So v iet J urisprudence— 
It wo uld sho ck so me members o f the Senate 
judiciary co mmittee, but Burg er’s ideas are similar 
to the Russian sy stem o f jurisprudence. The 
Russians hav e abo lished self-incriminatio n, namely 
the Fifth Amendment. They do no t hav e juries. And 
o nce it’s ev ident that a man is g uilty , they place 
mo re emphasis o n so cial aspects o f crime. 
The jury sv stem was o rig inally established in this 
co untry when we were a natio n o f small to wns and 
rural areas and when neig hbo rs co uld sit in 
judg ment o n peo ple they knew. To day in a natio n o f 
big cities, juries hav e no kno wledg e o f the 
defendants who m they adjudg e. In o ther wo rds. 
Chief J ustice Burg er may be rig ht abo ut so me o f his 
ideas, ev en tho ug h they ’re identical with Russian 
jurisprudence. 
But senato rs who v o ted o n him sho uld hav e had a 
chance to kno w all abo ut him. After all. he’ll be the 
to p judg e o f the United States fo r 10 to 15 y ears. 
Chief J ustice Burg er is a likeable, charming 
indiv idual with bro ad-g aug ed v iews o n big o try . He is 
a defender o f mino rities and has written so me 
o pinio ns reg arding Neg ro es which J im Eastland o f 
Mississippi wo n’t appreciate. But his entire reco rd 
sho uld hav e been rev iewed carefully . This is what 
Sen. Church o f Idaho co mplained abo ut. 
Chief J ustice Burg er is no w taking his seat o n the 
bench We wish him many y ears o f enlig htened 
serv ice.

U.S. Aid Is Anything but 
In Black Capital Ventures

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Tho ug h here and there so me successes are repo rted, 
“ black ca pita lism ’’ is hav ing its tro ubles. 
So me black leaders and o ther suppo rters o f the idea are 
lay ing it o n the Nix o n administratio n fo r to o slug g ish a 
respo nse to the ca lls fo r capital assista nce in g hetto areas. 
Almo st no rebuilding has o ccurred in city secto rs ra v ­ 
ag ed by the rio ts o f April, 19 6 8 . Inquiry disclo ses that 
where federal, state and lo cal a g encies are inv o lv ed, they 
are to o o ften in to tally stalem ated co nflict. They canno t 
ag ree, and no thing is do ne. 
The pro blems are deep-seated. So me stem fro m the fact 
that certain larg e federal pro g rams desig ned to be helpful 
to the po o r hav e destructiv e side effects. Others result 
fro m ho bbling misco nceptio ns many no rthern city po litical 
and business leaders hav e abo ut blacks. 
Black capitalism is no t, o f co urse, a new thing . Fo r 
decades. Atlanta has had a fairly well-dev elo ped black 
business establishm ent with banks, insurance firms, a 
majo r newspaper and many co m m ercia l o utlets. Black 
retail sto res and serv ice enterprises flo urish in many cities. 
But federal pro g rams frequently wipe o ut so me o f these 
endeav o rs ev en as they mo v e in to “ help the po o r.’’ 
Autho r J ane J a co bs, specia list o n the life o f cities, no tes 
(hat In the 19 50s mo re than 1,300 co m m ercial enterprises 
(m o st o wned by Puerto Ricans) and upwards o f 500 no n­ 
co m m ercia l establishm ents were wiped o ut in New Yo rk’s 
Ea st Harlem thro ug h the co nstructio n o f $300 millio n wo rth 
o f public ho using . 
Fo r the 200,000 peo ple liv ing in that district, the eco no mic 
pro blems to day are wo rse than befo re the heav y o utlay 
was made. 
Urban renewal, co nceiv ed fro m the no blest o f purpo ses, 
is ano ther federal v illain. Questio n neig hbo rho o d lea ders 
in city after city and y o u find it hard to decide who hates 
renewal pro g rams m o st—the blacks who se ho mes and busi­ 
nesses are displaced o r the whites who fear the co nsequent 
scattering o f blacks to o ther secto rs. 
Hig hway s are a special ca se. Their backers make no 
pretense that they help the po o r. That they do da m ag e to 
the strug g ling enterprises o f the po o r when ro uted thro ug h 
their a rea s is clear. 
In o ne instance in New Yo rk City , it wa s estim a ted that 
a two -mile stretch o f hig hway wo uld wipe o ut o r dislo cate 
8 00 businesses that emplo y ed 10,000 peo ple. 
But this is just part o f the sto ry . Many no rthern lea ders 
like to ex plain away eco no mic stag natio n in the g hetto by 
blaming the So uth fo r inadequately educating and training 
the millio ns o f blacks who hav e mig rated no rth. 
Yet Miss J aco bs, in her new bo o k, “ The Eco no my o f 
Cities,” sug g ests that no rtherners hav e fastened o n g hetto 
residents ano ther g rav e deficiency —a sho rtag e o f dev elo p­ 
ment capital. 
To o many times in the past quarter-century , she sa y s, 
pro spero us American cities hav e cho sen to ex po rt abro ad 
their im m ense accumulatio ns o f ex cess capital, at g reat 
lo ss to their o wn areas. 
The ex po rted capital, she adds, represented mo ney that 
was NOT spent in the ex pensiv e business o f eco no mic trial, 
erro r and dev elo pment by blacks (and o thers) in Amèrican 
cities. 
Her crucial po int is that many blacks co uld hav e been 
fo und who co uld hav e made effectiv e use o f this ho me­ 
g enerated capital, but that white bankers and o ther busi­ 
nessmen either ig no red them o r set term s that were un- 
rea listica lly rig id and hence disco urag ing . 
So me no rthern cities at times hav e had laws barring 
black entrepreneurship o r hav e o therwise squelched black 
eco no mic activ ity . 
The U.S. g o v ernment thus far has hardly been mo re 
enco urag ing . Small Business Administratio n lo ans o ften 
hav e co ntained crippling restrictio ns, like insisting the 
recipient be at “ po v erty lev el." Obv io usly , the man who 
has made so me adv ance is the better risk. 
So aring welfare co sts mig ht to day be far lo wer if ev en 
a mo dest pro po rtio n o f the sums no w po uring into that 
sterile channel had earlier been lo aned fo r the inv estments 
o f black and o ther po o r.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The upco ming histo ric U.S. landing o n the mo o n, 
will fo rce the United States to make o ne o f this 
decade’s g reat decisio ns; 
Where ire we g o tng in space and bo w much o f o ur 
natio nal reso urces in men and mo ney are we g o ing 
to spend? 
The questio n has already been raised. As with 
military spending , and the o ppo sitio n to the 
antiballistic missile sy stem, it is questio ned whether 
co ntinued heav y spending o n space is the best use o f 
o ur funds — when this natio n is faced with such 
majo r pro blems in po v erty , disease, the slums and 
racial Inequality . 
Fro m the bits and pieces o f data av ailable o n the 
So v iet space pro g rams, it is already clear Mo sco w 
has made its decisio n. Russia will push ahead o n a 
stro ng schedule. And. where science is co ncerned, 
the Russians hav e up to no w pro v en themselv es 
hard-headed, no t abo ut to thro w a ruble wliere it is 
no t needed. 
The decisio ns the United States makes o n Its space 
pro g ram may determine the future o f the United 
States In the wo rld. 
This repo rter has co me to the co nclusio n that a 
drastic cutback in the after-the-mo o n space pro g ram 
co uld injure the so cial pro g ram adv ances in health, 
po v erty , unemplo y ment and o ppo rtunities fo r 
mino rities. 
Mo st so cial scientists and mo st o f tho se in 
mino rity and po v erty g ro ups this repo rter has talked 
to ag ree that a majo r indispensable requirement in 
impro v ing the lo t o f the Neg ro and the slum dweller 
is to dev elo p mo re jo bs and better jo bs and the 
educatio n to enable the under-priv ileg ed to fill these 
jo bs. 
^ 
Eco no mic data indicates it is tho se co mpanies and 
industries which hav e spent the mo st o n research 
that hav e ex panded mo st rapidly and pro v ided the 
g reatest numbers o f new jo bs. If that mo ney had 
been spent directly o n aid. instead o f research, it 
may be that po v erty and unemplo y ment wo uld be 
g reater to day . 
Space is o peniiig up so me v ery real mtn-helpliig 
pro g rams. 
Manned space flig ht, fo r ex ample, has been a 
majo r element in the stimulus back o f the rapid 
dev elo pment o f c(wmputer techno lo g y which has 
resulted 
in the asto unding ex pansio n o f the 
co mputer industry . 
No w the co mputer industry g ro sses $20 billio n a 
y ear and pro v ides jo bs fo r 8 00.000 Americans. That’s 
o ne o f ev ery 100 jo bs in the United States. 
If the pro g rams are no t canceled fo r want o f 
funds, in a few y ears satellites will be able to 
measure the sno w co v er and the rate o f sno w 
melting in o ur mo untains, thus predict water runo ff 
well befo re it o ccurs. This will make it po ssible to 
prev ent dang ero us flo o ds here and abro ad. Thro ug h 
the pro per co ntro l o f water runo ff at dams it will 
make po ssible tens and perhaps hundreds o f 
millio ns o f do llars a y ear in electric po wer co sts. 
Satellite cro p watchers will be able to catch 
diseases in their infancy , sav e unto ld acres o f g rains 
and o ther cro ps each y ear, prev enting starv atio n in 
many dev elo ping co untries. 
These are but samples o f many pro mising 
pro g rams that will mo re than pay their way o nce the 
dev elo pment co sts are funded. These pro g rams and 
the techniques dev elo ped will hav e direct and 
indirect applicatio n to the bettering o f life in the 
United States and abro ad. 
If man co nstantly challeng es himself bey o nd his 
limits with sidv ing new pro blems in science, and 
space is o ne o f the majo r fro ntiers o f science, then 
these chang es in turn will rev o lutio nize o ur liv es fo r 
the better. 
As these new co ncepts are applied, there will be a 
demand fo r mo re men (emplo y ment) and fo r men 
with better skills (educatio n). 
We will no t be able to affo rd slums, dro po uts o r 
prejudice o n the jo b, fo r these mean a waste in 
manpo wer. In such a dev elo ping ag e, manpo wer will 
beco me increasing ly tig ht.

Since writing abo ut the o do rless dust-pro o fing 
co mpo und fo r spray ing o n furniture and (¿ “apes to 
co ntro l asthmatic attacks, I hav e been asked the 
name o f the pro duct. It is so ld under the name, Dust 
Seal. 
Q — What are the sy mpto ms o f bo tulism? Ho w 
lo ng do es it last? 
A — This fo o d po iso nii^, caused by (Clo stridium 
bo tulinum, usually fo llo ws eating fo o ds canned at 
ho me when less than sufficient heat (18 0 deg rees fo r 
at least 30 minutes) is used. The sy mpto ms, which 
appear 18 to 36 ho urs after eating the co ntaminated 
fo o d, include pain in the clwst, difficult breathing , 
do uble v isio n and so metimes v OTfiiting . Altho ug h in 
sev ere cases the disease is rapidly fatal, spo ntaneo us 
reco v ery o ccurs in 35 per cent o f the v ictims within 
sev en o r eig ht day s. 
Q — Can o ne g et bo tulism fro m eating fresh 
v eg etables that hav e been refrig erated but no t 
washed? 
A — No . The bo tulinus o rg anism g ro ws o nly in a 
to tal absence o f air. But do n’t make this an ex cuse 
fa r no t washing fresh v eg etables befwe eating them. 
Q — Ho w do es o steo p(» 'o sis affect o ne? What 
treatment is best? 
A — In mild cases, o steo po ro sis causes no 
sy mpto ms. In adv anced cases, especially in a 
v erterbra. the bo ne may co llapse. This may o r may 
no t be accwnpanied by pain, depending o n whether 
OT no t a nerv e is pinched. In either case, there is 
so me defo rmity . 
The disease is seen mo st frequently in wo men 
who are past 50. The best treatment is prev entio n 
thro ug h daily ex ercise, female hwmo nes and small 
do ses o f fluo ride and calcium. After a co llapse, these 
measures may still be o f v alue in additio n to the 
wearing o f a back brace fo r a few weeks. 
Q — 1 hav e o steo po ro sis. My do cto r is g iv ing me 
calcium by mo uth and injectio n. Is there any dang er 
o f g etting to o much calcium? 
A — An adult sho uld g et 8 00 millig rams o f calcium 
in his diet daily . When larg er amo unts are taken, the 
ex cess is eliminated. An ex cess o f calcium in the 
blo o d can o ccur o nly if y o u hav e an o v eractiv e 
thy ro id, multiple my elo ma, sarco ido sis 
or v itamin D 
po iso ning .

KANSAS CITY (AP»-Profes- 
sional sports and collegiate ath­ 
letics have no choice but to co­ 
exist The question is ho>^ to 
ease the frictions which fre­ 
quently rub one side or the oth­ 
er wrong 
That was the consceasus of 
panelists appearing before the 
4th annual convention of the Na­ 
tional Association of Collegiate 
Directors of Athletics here Mon­ 
day to consider the topic. ‘‘Col­ 
lege-Professional Athletics — 
Can Thev Coexist?” 
• We will live together because 
we must live together.” said pro 
fo o tba ll Commissioner Pete R o 
zelle 
“Competition is a fact of 
life ” 
•‘The pros aren’t going to go 
awav. and they’re going to con­ 
tinue to be competition for the 
entertainment dollar.” said Big 
Eight 
Commissioner 
Wayne 
Duke. “ Saying it plainly, the 
pros are here to stay, and so 
are we ” 
The panelists decided that bet­ 
ter communication is the basic 
answer to misunderstanding be­ 
tween the two spheres They 
were 
particularly 
concerned 


about pro baseball signing play­ 
ers with college eligibility, and 
mediocre cooperation given pro 
baseball scouts by the colleges, 
even when the scouts seek to 
cooperate 
When Charles Neinas. assis­ 
tant executive director of the 
NC.AA asked National Basketball 
Association Commi.ssioner Wal­ 
ter Kennedy, a panelist, whv 
pro basketball had hampered 
efforts to enli.st the best I' S 
players for the 1968 OlvTnpic 
team.
